OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

OF  THE 

UNION  LEAGUE. 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  special  interest  in 
connection  with  the  property  of  the  League.  The 
Board  has  repeatedly  called  attention  to  the  size  and 
beauty  of  our  building  and  its  peculiar  adaptation  to 
the  purposes  of  our  'organization ;  and  the  number  of 
members  who  habitually  avail  themselves  of  the  many 
and  great  social  advantages  incident  to  membership 
and  of  the  unrivalled  facilities  afforded  for  enjoyment 
shows  that  the  ownership  of  the  building  is  appreciated 
at  its  full  value.  As  suggested  in  the  last  report,  con¬ 
stant  use  had  seriously  injured  the  furniture  and  ap¬ 
pointments  of  the  club ;  and  early  in  the  year  the 
House  Committee  was  instructed  to  make  thorough 
but  judicious  renovations  of  the  house  and  its  equip¬ 
ment.  The  assistance  of  an  experienced  architect 
was  obtained ;  and  a  mere  mention  of  the  work  done 
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under  his  direction,  and  of  some  of  the  purchases  made 
by  the  Committee,  will  give  a  fair  idea  of  the  time  and 
labor  involved  in  carrying  out  the  instructions  of  the 
Board  and  the  necessity  which  existed  for  the  expendi¬ 
ture. 

The  lower  hall  has  been  supported  by  girders  and 
columns  ;  the  plumbing  throughout  the  house  has  been 
renewed  and  the  plastering  repaired ;  the  roof  and 
balconies  have  been  put  in  order ;  the  wine-rooms 
refloored  and  shelved ;  a  new  range  placed  in  the  kit¬ 
chen  ;  new  and  improved  refrigerators  built ;  the  dumb¬ 
waiters  and  bells  rehung ;  the  outside  of  the  house 
repainted  and  all  the  stone  work  cleaned ;  the  carpen¬ 
ter  work  throughout  put  in  thorough  order ;  the 
smoking-room  and  restaurant  refurnished,  painted,  and 
floored ;  an  electric  light  ordered  for  the  front  of  the 
house;  new  gas -fixtures  placed  in  the  halls  and  many 
of  the  rooms,  and  new  carpeting's  and  curtains  laid 
and  hung ;  the  halls  and  principal  rooms  refrescoed ; 
the  furniture  re-upholstered,  and  new  chinaware  and 
silverware  purchased.  The  work  has  been  done  in  a 
very  thorough  manner ;  and  it  is  believed  that  with 
ordinary  care  the  property  will  be  in  good  order  for  many 
years  to  come.  Some  additional  services  on  the  part  of 
artists  and  mechanics  are  yet  due  under  the  contracts, 
and  in  this  connection  it  is  with  special  pleasure  that 
the  Board  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  $1000  from  one 


of  its  members  to  defray  the  cost  of  a  stained-glass  me¬ 
morial  window,  with  inscriptions  commemorative  of  our 
ex-presidents  now  deceased,  which  is  to  be  placed  at  the 
head  of  the  first  landing  of  the  main  staircase. 

Pending  these  improvements  a  number  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  League  conceived  the  idea  of  rendering  it 
still  more  attractive  and  enjoyable  by  enlarging  its 
accommodations  for  those  who  wished  to  indulge  in 
rational  amusements,  and  by  providing  a  room  for 
literary  and  other  entertainments,  art  receptions,  and 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  League.  They  accordingly 
proposed  that  if  the  League  would  tear  down  the  four 
small  dwelling-houses  owned  by  it  on  Sansom  and 
Moravian  streets,  and  sell  its  house  on  Fifteenth  street, 
granting  the  proceeds  towards  the  contemplated  project, 

they  would  build  and  donate  to  the  corporation  an 

* 

annex  on  Sansom  street,  built  in  accordance  with  plans 
submitted.  On  May  30th  the  League  accepted  the 
proposition,  authorized  the  sale  of  the  Fifteenth  street 
house,  and  donated  the  proceeds  of  the  same  to  the 
building  fund.  The  matter  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
a  committee  consisting  of  five  directors  and  four  gen¬ 
tlemen  from  the  body  of  the  League,  and  the  work  has 
been  pushed  so  expeditiously  that  it  is  now  practically 
completed. 

Twto  hundred  and  forty-eight  members  contributed 
the  sum  of  $32,500,  which  added  to  the  money  re- 
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ceived  for  the  Fifteenth  street  property  made  the 
building  fund  amount  to  $41,500.  With  this  fund  the 
annex  has  been  built,  and  is  now  the  property  of  the 
club.  The  basement  floor  contains  a  bowling-alley, 
the  main  floor  an  exceptionally  beautiful  billiard-room, 
with  ten  tables  of  the  most  improved  pattern,  while 
over  the  billiard-room  is  a  large  assembly-room  capable 
of  seating  six  hundred  persons.  The  building  is  59  x 
100  feet ;  the  billiard-room  and  the  assembly-room  each 
41  x  83  feet.  For  comfort,  convenience,  elegance,  and 
perfect  equipment,  our  house  can  now  challenge  com¬ 
parison  with  that  of  any  social  organization  in  the 
country,  and  the  membership  is  to  be  most  heartily 
congratulated  upon  its  possession. 

Early  in  the  year  the  House  Rules  were  carefully 

revised,  with  the  intent  to  provide  for  the  greatest

possible  protection  to  every  one  in  the  enjoyment  of 
his  club  privileges,  and  a  copy  of  the  revised  rules 
sent  to  each  member. 

Two  evening  receptions  were  held  during  the  year, 
one  on  February  21st,  and  the  other  on  May  5th. 
Great  praise  is  due  to  the  committee  in  charge  for  its 

successful  management  of  these  very  enjoyable  occasions.

The  attention  of  the  members  has  been  called  by  an 
able  address  by  Mr.  Bryant  of  Georgia,  and  by  a  re¬ 
port  of  a  committee  of  which  Prof.  Stille  was  chairman, 
to  the  necessity  of  promoting  the  interests  of  education 
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in  the  South,  and  of  assisting  in  this  manner  to  find 
the  true  solution  of  what  has  commonly  been  known  as 
the  southern  question.  The  South  of  1881  is  in  a 
transition  state.  A  new  generation  is  coming  into  the 
possession  of  its  governments  and  its  property,  and  into 
control  of  its  policy.  The  negroes  are  in  many  districts 
becoming  recognized  as  valuable  citizens,  and,  as  Sen¬ 
ator  Brown  recently  said,  66  It  is  our  interest,  our  wish, 
and  our  duty  to  make  the  best  possible  citizens  out  of 
them.”  Thoughtful  men  have  been  contrasting  the 
condition  of  the  most  prosperous  of  the  northern  states 
with  their  owTn  localities,  and  tracing  the  difference 
back  to  the  natural  outgrowths  of  education  and  igno¬ 
rance.  Light  is  streaming  in  through  the  free-school 
systems  which  are  being  gradually  introduced ;  and  the 
results  of  the  recent  elections  in  several  sections  would 
indicate  that  there  are  substantial  grounds  for  the  belief 
that  in  the  near  future  the  spelling-book  and  reader 
will  prove  potential  factors  in  bringing  into  accord  the 
different  parts  of  our  Union.  The  teacher  is  building 
the  foundation  on  which  our  institutions  will  rest 
securely,  and  in  a  sense  he  is  the  basis  of  all  good 
government.  Those  who  are  in  the  educating  work, 
weighed  down  with  the  vastness  of  the  field  and 
urgency  of  the  duty,  gratefully  acknowledge  the  aid 
and  encouragement  which  have  been  extended  to  them 
by  a  number  of  our  members. 
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Throughout  its  career  the  League  has  occupied  an 
honorable  and  a  distinctively  influential  position  in  the 
country,  and  its  history  is  one  of  courageous  loyalty, 
of  unfaltering  faith,  of  generous  gifts,  and  of  manly 
independence.  The  names  of  our  choicest  citizens  can 
be  found  on  its  rolls,  and  its  membership  has  bestowed 
such  distinction  that  it  has  been  sought  for  with  zeal¬ 
ous  interest.  Many  of  our  original  members,  however, 
are  now  dead,  and  the  early  history  of  the  institution 
rests  in  some  measure  on  tradition.  The  Board  has 
conceived  the  idea  that  it  would  be  acting  in  con¬ 
sonance  with  the  wishes  of  its  fellow-members  if  it 
attempted,  while  as  yet  such  a  task  is  feasible,  to  se¬ 
cure  an  authentic  history  of  the  League  from  its  incep¬ 
tion,  and  it  has  been  so  fortunate  as  to  have  obtained 
the  services  of  Mr.  George  P.  Lathrop  for  that  purpose. 
Within  the  coming  year  it  is  expected  that  this  history 
will  be  printed,  and  that  thus  we  shall  all  be  made 
familiar  with  the  men  who  organized  this  League  and 
the  circumstances  which  surrounded  its  early  struggles 
and  achievements. 

Our  membership  is  still  steadily  increasing.  The 
last  report  showed  that  the  number  of  members 
on  the  1st  day  of  December,  1880,  was  938.  The 
number  on  the  rolls  December  1st,  1881,  was  978,  a 
gain  of  40.  Since  December  1st  22  members  have 
been  elected,  so  that,  we  now  number  1000.  The 
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Committee  on  Membership  has  sustained  its  well- 
earned  reputation  for  care  arid  fidelity  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  its  duties,  and  on  its  recommendation  91 
new  members  have  been  elected.  During  the  year 
25  resignations  have  been  presented  and  accepted,  16 
members  have  died,  and  2  have  been  suspended  for 
non-payment  of  dues ;  22  old  members  have  asked 
and  obtained  permission  to  withdraw  resignations  pre¬ 
viously  tendered.  The  correspondents  on  the  roll 
number  72,  11  of  whom  were  elected  since  the  last 
report;  8  members  have,  by  application  to  the  Board, 
had  their  annual  tax  reduced,  under  Rule  19,  during 
their  absence  from  the  city. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Library  Committee 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  sum  of  $1327  40  has  been  ex¬ 
pended  for  newspapers,  magazines,  and  other  periodicals, 
and  that  our  subscription  list  could  not  well  be  improved. 
The  whole  number  of  books  in  the  library  is  now  4621. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Auditors  are  here¬ 
with  presented,  and  the  Board  asks  for  these  papers 
your  careful  attention.

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There  is  no  indebtedness  of  any  kind  except  the 
$75,000  five  per  cent,  mortgage,  while  our  real  estate, 
household  effects  and  investments  represent  in  value 
over  $300,000. 

The  plan  of  leasing  the  restaurant  continues  to  work 
satisfactorily.  The  service  is  exceptionally  good,  and 
a  deficit  in  “ restaurant  account”  no  longer  appears  on 
our  yearly  balance-sheet. 

To  provide  a  fund  for  the  expenditures  of  the  com¬ 
ing  year,  increased  as  they  will  be  by  the  care  of  the 
new  building,  the  Board  has  fixed  the  annual  tax  at 
forty  dollars. 

In  its  last  report  the  Board  congratulated  the  League 
upon  the  part  which  it  had  taken  in  the  Presidential 
campaign  of  1880,  and  upon  the  happy  result  of  the 
contest,  and  indulged  in  the  hope  that  the  victory  meant 
so  much  that  was  dear  to  every  true  American  heart, 
so  much  indicative  of  the  rapid  progress  of  modern 
ideas  of  humanity  and  civilization,  so  much  that  was 
favorable  to  the  prosperous  growth  of  our  industries, 
and  so  much  of  wisdom  in  connection  with  our  finances, 
that  the  nation  could  view  the  future  with  a  calm  and 
restful  assurance  that  it  was  to  bring  almost  unalloyed 
peace  and  happiness. 

In  March  the  first  steps  toward  the  fruition  of  that 
hope  were  taken  in  the  inauguration  of  President  Gar- 


field,  who,  in  the  formation  of  his  Cabinet  and  the  out¬ 
lining  of  the  policy  which  he  intended  to  pursue  as  Chief 
Magistrate,  vindicated  the  good  judgment  of  those  wTho 
nominated  and  elected  him  to  his  high  office.  Through¬ 
out  the  spring  and  early  summer  he  seemed  destined 
to  fulfill  the  expectation  expressed  by  the  Board,  that 
“  he  would  attract  to  the  national  government  the  up¬ 
right  men  of  all  parties  by  the  integrity,  impartiality, 
and  efficiency  of  his  administration.”  But  suddenly, 
and  without  warning,  he  was,  on  July  2d,  shot  down 
by  a  dastardly  assassin.  It  was  an  outrage  “  against 
the  peace  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  and  their 
dignity”  so  atrocious  that  the  universal  and  unaffected 
sorrow  of  the  people  was  mingled  with  the  utmost  in¬ 
dignation  and  horror.  . 

The  .crime  against  the  man  was  of  the  basest :  that 
againstj  the  country  was  inexpressible,  and  it  seemed 
for  a  time  as  if  no  limit  could  be  placed  on  its  possible 
evil  results.  The  only  consoling  thought  was  that  the 
assassination  was  not  the  result  of  a  plot  nor  the  out¬ 
growth  of  national  degeneracy.  The  miscreant  repre¬ 
sented  only  his  own  passionate  impulses.  Throughout 
this  broad  land,  from  the  Lakes  to  the  Gulf,  and  from 
Plymouth  Rock  to  the  Golden  Gate,  not  one  man  sym¬ 
pathized  with  him  in  his  act.  All  factional  and  partisan 
feelings  and  animosities  were  covered  up  and  lost  sight 
of  in  the  one  great  appalling  fact  that  the  President  of 
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the  United  States  had  been  murdered.  When  Lincoln 
was  shot,  Booth  and  his  companions  had  long  brooded 
over  their  fancied  wrongs,  and  sympathizers  in  their 
views  pictured  them  as  martyrs  to  a  principle  which 
called  them  to  sacrifice  the  leaders  of  their  oppressors. 
But  that  was  just  at  the  close  of  a  civil  war,  when  all 
men’s  passions  were  fearfully  excited.  Here,  in  a  time 
of  profound  peace  and  glad  prosperity,  no  man  or  men 
owned  fellowship  with  the  brutal  coward. 

Thanks  to  the  vigorous  manhood  and  the  unimpaired 
constitution  of  Mr.  Garfield,  and  thanks  to  the  All-wise 
Providence  which  gave  the  necessary  time  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  to  accustom  themselves  to  the  idea  of  the  death  of 
their  chosen  ruler,  and  time  to  the  Vice-President  to 
deliberate  on  his  conduct  should  he  be  called  upon  to 
assume  the  reins  of  government,  the  bullet  did  not  do 
its  fatal  work  at  once.  Life  lingered  in  its  stronghold, 
and  the  prayerful  hope  of  the  country  was  that  it  might 
conquer  in  the  conflict.  u  The  love  of  a  free  nation  is  worth 
more  than  the  crown  of  any  monarch.”  What  despotism 
could  have  done  for  a  man  what  the  willing,  hearty, 
and  eager  affection  of  the  people  did  for  their  Presi¬ 
dent?  Nothing  that  science  could  propose  for  his  com¬ 
fort  or  safety,  nothing  that  the  ingenuity  of  a  most 
inventive  nation  could  devise,  nothing  that  affection 
could  suggest  was  wanting,  while  all  the  millions  of  the 
land  bowed  in  prayer  to  the  Omnipotent  One  for  that 
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precious  life.  The  personal  worth  of  the  man  shone  out 
during  those  days  and  weeks  of  agonizing  suspense,  and 
evoked  a  love  which  no  emperor,  alive  or  dead,  could 
have  bought  or  won.  At  last  he  died.  It  seemed  inscru- 
table.  That  this  grand  man,  so  great  and  good,  so 
kindly  and  so  true,  whose  life  seemed  so  full  of  promise 
for  the  land,  should  be  stricken  down,  seemed  beyond 
understanding.  And  yet  we  did  not  then,  nor  do  we 
now,  doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  Infinite  Father  in  remov¬ 
ing  him ;  and  in  these  latter  days  we  begin  to  see  that 
it  was  good  for  him,  his  name,  and  his  reputation,  that 
he  should  lie  down  in  full  armor  without  a  stain  on  his 
escutcheon ;  and  good  for  the  nation,  which  has  been 
taught  such  lessons  by  the  event  as  it  could  never  have 
learned  otherwise,  that  the  life  and  example  of  this  man 
should  be  so  emphasized  by  his  death  as  to  make  it  im¬ 
possible  that  he  and  it  should  ever  be  forgotten.  It  is 
the  broken  column  rather  than  the  capped  one  that  marks 
the  grave  of  him  whose  life  is  still  a  power  in  the  world. 

The  sympathy  expressed  by  the  governments  of 
Europe  with  the  government  and  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  in  their  solicitude  regarding  the  wound¬ 
ed  President,  and  in  their  sorrow  at  his  death,  was  a 
signal  example  of  the  humanizing  and  harmonizing 
effect  of  a  great  public  sorrow.  Especially  are  the 
solemn  acknowledgments  of  our  citizens  due  to  the 
Queen  of  England,  whose  anxious  and  frequent  in¬ 
quiries  regarding  Mr.  Garfield’s  health,  whose  heartfelt 
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regret  when  he  died,  whose  votive  offering  laid  upon 
his  coffin,  and  whose  tender  letter  of  consolation  to  his 
widow,  have  won  the  respect  and  admiration  of  all 
hearts,  and  amply  justify  the  national  salute  which  was 
offered  to  the  flag  of  Great  Britain  at  Yorktown. 

Your  Board  met  in  special  session  September  20th, 
1881,  and  passed  the  following  resolutions,  in  which,  it 
is  not  doubted,  the  League  will  join  with  heartfelt 
unanimity : 

Resolved ,  That  we  here  record  our  appreciation  of  the 
character  of  James  A.  Garfield;  of  his  life  record  as  a 
citizen,  a  soldier,  and  a  statesman ;  of  his  vigorous  and 
cleanly  manhood  ;  of  his  integrity  of  purpose,  energy  of 
execution,  and  persistence  of  effort;  of  his  thorough 
preparation  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  Presi¬ 
dency,  and  the  wisdom  and  patriotism  with  which  he 
began  his  brief  administration ;  of  the  patient  heroism 
displayed  by  him  during  his  illness,  and  of  the  calm, 
Christian  courage  with  which  he  faced  and  met  death. 

Resolved ,  That  we  esteem  his  loss  not  merely  a  na¬ 
tional  calamity,  but  a  personal  bereavement,  which 
brings  the  shadow  of  grief  into  every  home,  and  we  join 
with  our  countrymen,  and  with  the  lovers  of  brave  and 
true  manhood  throughout  the  world,  in  the  purpose  of 
cherishing  his  name  among  the  brightest  of  historical 
examples,  and  in  expressing  our  sad,  heartfelt  sympathy 
with  his  immediate  household  in  this  their  hour  of 
sorrow. 

Resolved ,  That  to  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of 
the  United  States,  we  pledge  our  hearty  support  and  co- 
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operation  in  all  honest  effort  to  administer  the  great 
trust  which  has  devolved  upon  him.  We  respect  the 
man,  and  his  delicacy  of  feeling  and  action  during  the 
past  crisis,  and  we  invoke  the  kindly  sympathy  and 
consideration  of  all  good  citizens  in  his  behalf  as  he  now, 
with  modest  courage,  steps  forward  to  assume  the  grave 
responsibilities  of  his  high  office.  May  God  give  him 
wisdom  in  most  abundant  measure  ! 

Resolved ,  That  as  an  outward  token  of  our  sense  of 
bereavement,  the  League  building  be  draped  in  mourn¬ 
ing  for  ninety  days. 

Resolved ,  That  these  resolutions  be  published  in  the 
daily  papers  of  this  city,  and  that  copies  thereof  be  for-

warded  by  the  Secretary  to  Mrs.  Garfield  and  President 
Arthur. 

The  house  was  suitably  draped,  in  accordance  with 
the  directions  of  these  resolutions. 

Immediately  upon  the  decease  of  Mr.  Garfield,  Mr. 
Chester  A.  Arthur  took  the  oath  of  office  as  President. 
It  is  as  yet  too  soon  to  form  any  just  idea  of  his  con¬ 
ception  of  his  duty  and  his  opportunity.  He  is,  how¬ 
ever,  the  Chief  Magistrate,  and  as  such  we  should  give 
him  our  hearty  support  in  all  honest  effort.  His  first 
message  is  an  able  and  conservative  state  paper,  dis¬ 
tinctly  noticeable  for  its  direct  business-like  tone,  and 
for  the  internal  evidence  which  it  gives  of  patient  and 
thorough  study.  Thus  far  his  official  acts  show  that 
he  is  conscientiously  and  carefully  endeavoring  to  do  his 
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duty,  and  warrant  us  in  feeling  that  the  interests  of  our 
country  are  in  strong  and  clean  hands.  It  is  pleasant  to 
note  that  he  responded  in  the  most  kindly  terms  to  the 
receipt  of  his  copy  of  the  resolutions  already  referred  to. 

Meanwhile,  the  League  has  its  duty  plainly  marked 
out.  66  Higher  standards  for  the  public  service  are  to 
be  erected ;  wider  culture  in  the  means  and  methods 
of  moral  progress  is  to  be  promoted ;  a  deeper  sense 
of  the  responsibility  of  individuals  for  the  welfare  of 
the  whole  to  be  inculcated.”  No  state  of  society  is 
healthy  wherein  every  man  does  not  own  himself  to  be 
the  guardian  of  the  interests  of  the  community  as  well 
as  his  own,  and  does,  not  see  that  he  is  bound  morally, 
and  as  a  matter  of  public  policy,  to  add  to  his  neigh¬ 
bors’  well-being  as  well  as  his  own.  The  principles  of 
good  government,  of  sound  finance,  of  approved  political 
economy,  of  social  science,  and  of  loyalty  must  ever  be 
upheld  and  taught ;  and  it  remains  for  the  League, 
with  its  grand  record  of  faithful  service  and  of  worthy 
achievements,  to  maintain  its  position  as  a  leader  in 
thought  and  sentiment,  and  to  be  always  ready  to  speak 
for  the  right  with  no  uncertain  sound  when  the  occa¬ 
sion  demands  it.  “  The  government  still  lives,”  and  our 
country  still  calls  upon  us  to  be  manly  men  and  intel¬ 
ligently  loyal  citizens.
